SENATE subcommiUcj In- 


vestigating the

Finance corporation published Its 
report the other day, and President 
Harry S Truman in his news con 
fercncc yesterday called it "asi- 
nine" and said the subcommittee 
chairman, Senator J. W. (Bill/ Ful- 
bright, Arkansas Democrat, 
left 


town as soon as he found out the 
White House wanted to talk to him. 


Fulbright, In Miami, Fla.. for 


a speech, retorted: "I do not wish 
to seem disrespectful to the presi- 
dent but this statement ol the presi- 
dent's is not true." The Arkansas 
senator said his committee's re- 
port was actually released last Fri- 
day, and he remained in Washing- 
ton until late Monday. 


The Fulbrighl committee climax- 


ed 11 months of investigation by 
charging that — 


1. Three out of five HFC direct- 


ors "seriously abused" the agency's 
lending authority by submitting to 
outside influence. The report called 
the three directors by name: Wal- 
ler L. Dunham, William E. Wil- 
Ictl and C. Edward Rowc. 


2. Donald Dawson, administra- 


tive assistant to President Truman, 
"exercised influence" over RFC 
lending, and "tried to dominate the 
RFC," with a good deal of success. 


Other tilings were said also, in- 


cluding Senator Fulbrighl's side- 
remark that the RFC is infected 
with "institutional dry rot" and 
congress ought to abolish the live- 
man board and install one 
good 


manager — but it was the charge 


v against Dawson that stirred Presi- 


dent Truman's. wrath. 


And the White House did what it 


has always done whenever a presi- 
dential aide has come under at- 
tack — it said there is no cause to 
summon Dawson for a public hear- 
in?, that it has complete confi- 
dence in Dawson. 


But Senator Fulbrighl says his 


committee's report speaks for it- 
self — and I think it also voices 
the growing distrust of most citi- 
zcns as to Uie wisdom and integ- 
rity of -the RFC. 
The nation understands we have 


losl millions in RFC operations— 
or will have by the time the final 
score is reckoned. There arc broad 
and legitimate risks in which the 
RFC has taken a hand, notably the 
Lufkin (Texas) 
newsprint 
mill, 


which pioneered the produclion of 
white paper from Southern pine 
pulpwood. And the more recent 
paper mill at.Coosa Pines, Ala., 
using the same process. The Lufkin 
loini-w8$ retired several-years ago' 
by private bankers,, the Alabama 
mill is going full blasi — and the 
South needs more of the same. 


But in addition to these develop- 


ments RFC has joined in dubious 
schemes where there was political 
pressure — with RFC directors, 
and even a presidCnlial adviser, 
inlervening in favor of loans which 
the governments banking cxperls 
had turned down. 


This is the nub of the Fulbright 


report. 


And President Truman's slale-

Fritz Thysscn, once one of Gcr 
many's richest tycoons 
and 
the 


financial backer of Adolf Hitler's 
rise to power, died here yesterday 
a man "without a country." 


The 77-year-old 
ex-industrialist, 


his health broken and his fortune 
gone, died at the home of 
his 


daughlcr aflcr a hcarl attack. 


The man whose money helped 


sweep Hitler into office and whom 
Hitler later consigned to a 'con 
eentratlon camp, came to Argcn- 
tlnft a year ago to visit his daugh- 
ter,. . C o u n t e s s Zlchy. He had 
planned to stay only • briefly, 'then 
go on to Belgium, but illness a.nd 
'an Operation forced him lo remain,

man or a man in business for him- 
self. 


The man in business for himself 


must list his business deductions 
on "schedule C," a single sheet. 
He is allowed both business and 
personal deductions. He lists 
the 


later on form 1040, page 3. So he 
uses both schedule C nnd 
form 


1040. 


A person w,ho is an employe of 


someone else uses form 1040 and, 
if his deductions arc larger than 
the standard deductions 
allowed 


anyone for personal expenses, 
he 


itemizes them on page 3. 


Thus a reporter working for a 


newspaper may want to deduct In- 
terest on his mortgage or whnt he 
paid for professional magazines he 
needs in his work. He'd list those 
deductions on page 3.
